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PREFACE. 

FEW remarks may be allowed by way of 
istrodactioa to the fbllowiog catalo^e. 

The collection is, it will be eeen, one of 
varied Bcopo and attraction. It is the result, 
I for a great part, of many voyages and travels 
in nearly every part of the globe, and embraces a large 
nnmber of objects of interest — some for their intrinsic valae, 
others for the associations and histories attached to them. It 
is scarcely necessary to do more than mention the famous 
voyage roand the world lately accomplished by the owners 
of this collection. To this voyage is doe a very large nnmber 
of spedmens illnstrative of the countries whence they come, 
and interesting no less to the general public than as son- 
yenirs of a memorable jonrney to those who have bronght 
them together. Indeed, many of them have been gathered 
from countries seldom visited, and others (for instance, the 
beautifol objects brought from Japan) need depend upon 
nothing beyond their intrinsic beauty to make them specially 
attractive. 

A word or two of explanation will be useful to the general 
visitor. In compiling the catalogue no plan has been followed 
beyond taking the rooms in a certain order, and endeavouring 
to include in each room or gallery those objects usually to be 
found in them. Nevertheless, as these are liable to be moved 
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ing nambera in the catalogue. 

Some prefatory notices have been given and many notes 
istrodaced throaghont the body of the catalogue, bnt these 
are not by anj means intended to be exhaustive or learned die- 
eertations npon the eabjecte of which they treat. They are 
merely intended to supply a little "common information;" 
information to be found anywhere, but not always at hand. 
It is obvions that these notes and obeervatioss might have been 
extended to a greater length, bnt this would scarcely have 
been within the scope of a hand catalogue. It may readUy 
be understood, however, that it has not always been easy to 
determine how little or how much to say. Many may think 
that much more might have been included, while others may 
consider that mnch is trivial and might have been, with 
advantage, omitted. Bat the compiler hopes thai while those 
whose learning is extended may cavil at the meagreness of the 
details, others may learn something, or at least have their 
cnrioaity stimulated to further inquiry. 

I To Mrs. Brassey'a interesting record of the cruise of the 
' "Sunbeam "* the writer is indebted for many details, and re- 
fers the reader to it with pleasure for further information on 
several of the objects here exhibited which have reference tA 
, that voyage.

These armadillos were obtuned at Rosario, in the Argenbne re- 
public, during the cruise of the " Sunbeam" in IBTG. They were alive 
as pets on board the yacht, and died &om drinking salt water.

many examplee of Japanese art indnatry 
both ancient and modern will be fonad in this 
coUeetion, and for the most part in this room, 
that it has been thcmght not ont of place to 
gire here a brief sketch, embodying a few 
general remarks with regard to the ohief claBBes of which 
it is composed. Some Taloable works hare been written on 
the subject: bnt they are sot many, nor are Qiej easily 
to be obtained by the general pnblio. Indeed, so lately has 
Japan been opened to the weetem world that it ie only now 
begiDning to be known and appreciated amongst as. A little 
" common information," therefore, on the principal divisions 
of its art workmanship will not, we may hope, be fonnd 
uninteresting or unprofitable. 

Before noticing the different works in lacquer, embroidery, 
oarring, enamel, and porcelain, of which there are many beaa- 
tifal examples, a few words may be said on Japanese Art as a 
whole, upon the influence it has already exercised on onr own 
indnstry, and npon the distinctive features which more par- 
ticularly illustrate it. 

There can be no doubt that of late years the importation of 
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own art indnatries. Twenty ye&rs ago, Japanese art, if not 
eatirely unknown amanget as, waa at any rate confined to a 
very few specimens in the possession of amatenrs who had 
enoceeded in carrying them sway from the treasnres of a 
conntry which still reHOained a sealed book to the outside 
world. The liberty of stntngera in Japan is even now-o-daya 
considerably restricted, bnt a more liberal spirit has lately 
prevailed and the ports are open to ns, even if the interior of 
the country is difficult of access. 

We have thus been enabled to see and jndge of the merit 
of their workmanship, and not withont reason has the taste 
for tbeae productions sprung up and taken a hold amongst 
us. They are genuine, artistic to a very high degree, real- 
istic in form, and yet a wonderful idealization of nature, 
endless in variety (for a Japanese artist abhors unifonnity), 
and BU^estive of honest, painstaking labour without scamp- 
ing either material or workmanship. Examples of the 
highest degeee of elegance and beauty, of valuable material, 
of pure taste, and with evidence of a vast amount of labour 
expended are to be met with ; and many will be found 
in the present collection. 

It is not uecessaiy here to occupy ourselves with the 
question whether, under present influences, Japanese art haa 
already deteriorated. Naturally, as in our own middle ages, 
when labour was cheap, time not so much an object, and 
when, as in the case of that jealously guarded conntry, old 
customs, a primitive style, and an absence of the restless go- 
dhead spirit of the present time prevailed, art was more 
aasidaouHly and with greater painstaking cultivated for its 
own sake. The nobles, as with us in early days, and the 
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miolstera of religion were the great pfttrona and emploTen of 
decoratdTO labour, and for them all the efforts of the artiefio 
haadioraftBtnan were pnt forth. So that, irreBpectiye of any 
Talne that mere antiqaity conld give them and as indeed, 
nnacqnainted ae we are with the history and traditions of the 
conntry age can have little interest in onr eyes, it is not sorpris- 
ing that the earlier prodnotions should be distinguished by a 
rare excellence which it is now-a-daya.foand difficult to eqaaL 

Apart from the merit of the design, apart &om the intrinsic 
value of the material, a noticeable feature in Japanese work- 
manship is the conscientiooB and sorupuloue manner in which 
every p(H^l of the work is carried out. Has the workman to 
constmot a small cabinet, a box, a piece of furniture ? He 
does not, as with ns, spend all his energies in decorating 
those parts only which are sure at once to be seen, leaving 
those which may be tamed to the wall, the under parts or 
the interior of drawers, rough and unSnished. 

On the contrary, every detail is faithfully carried out, and 
the artist even seems to take a pleasure in surprising us by 
carefdlly perfecting and elaboratoly ornamenting portions of 
his work where we should least expect to find such labour 
bestowed. Examine the lacquered medicine-cases with their 
numerous drawers and divisions, the sweetmeat or writing 
boxes I See how perfectly each part is fitted together! Back 
and &ont, inside and ontside, even the backs of the tiny 
drawers receive each their full share of the skill of the 
des^er and artist. Nor is it necessary to examine only the 
most costly specimens to find the same painstaking care. 
Down almost to the very cheapest productions, in common 
china, ordinary lacquered boxes, or_the welUknown paintod 
fans, evidence of this is visible; not perhaps to the same 
degree, but still full of worth. In short, the great feature is 
an absence of sham. Happily, too, up to the present time, in 
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carringe ; but apart ftum the grotesque, grace and beanty 
according to onr ideas at least are abseot. They present 
almost invariably a hard, angular, and eTen conTentional 
cliaracter. It may be that we, with oar weatern types and 
notions, are unable to see beanties which are apparent to their 
eyes ; bnt not to speak of the actual disfigurements to which 
it is the cnstom of at least the Japanese women to snbject 
themBelves, their paintings of domestic scenes and incidents, 
and indeed many also of their costoms, show that the beau- 
ties of the human form do not excite among these people 
pleasTurable imaginatire feelings, or induce them to consider 
them subjects capable of high artistic treatment. 

Correct imitators of nature, the Japanese show throughont 
their art a etudions avoidance of uniformity. As they see 
things, so they reproduce them, and in a whole shop-full of 
cariosities, though there may be an immense Tariety of 
cabinets, not one will you find strictly quadrangular in its 
arrangements, not one will yon find an exact copy of another. 
On principle they seem to reject symmetry, though so well 
balanced is every part of any given work that we seem to find 
a pleasure, as it is evidently intended that we should, in the 
quaintness of the very distortion. 

Almost every ornament employed has a symbolical meaning, 
those most commonly used being the crane, the bat, the palm, 
the water-lily or the lotus, rice and marshy plants, and a 
variety of others either alone or combined. The crests and 
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badges, too, of those in authority lend themeelres to mas; 
forms of decoration, and ornament amonget those entitled to 
use them almost every article of domestic nse. 

Laoqdeb. The Japanese give the year a.d. 721 as the date 
when the art of lacqnering-was first discovered; bnt those 
amongst them who have given attention to the snbjeotfiz the 
date ahont a.d. 900. It would appear to have attained some 
perfection in the j'ear 1290, for the name of a distingnished 
painter in lacqner who lived at that time is stiU handed down 
as the founder of a particnlar school of art in lacqner-painting. 
From that time it developed until it obtained its greatest per- 
fection in the Berenteentb century. 

The groundwork of lacquer, next to the wood or other 
material on which it is applied, is the sap of the " nmahi " or 
varnish tree, which is obtained by incisions in the bark at 
various periods of its growth, the quality being more or less 
esteemed, according to the season in which it is extracted.' 
The designing and execution of lacqner-ware is done thas : 
the required pattern having been first traced out on the 
thinnest of paper, the tracing is gone over with a composition 
of lacquer-varnish and vermilion, afterwards laid on the sur- 
face of the cabinet or other piece of work, and well rubbed 
over with a bamboo spatula, thus imparting the design. Next 
the gold powder ia applied with a very soft brush where re- 
quired, and a coating of peculiar soft lacquer- varnish having 
been added, the whole is left to dry for about twenty-four 
hours, after which the pattern ia lightly rubbed over with

such as the tracing of leaves on trees, the petals of flowers, 
the wings of birds, the inlaying in precions metals, ivory, and 
mother-of-pearl, into all of which gold and silver powder 
largely enters, the working in requiring a light brush and 
skilful hand. A fine description of lacquer- varnish, known 
as " yoshind nmBhi," is then applied, and the whole polished 
with horn dust. Finally a polishing process with the finger 
is given, and is continued until the gold glitter shows out 
well. "So other method has yet been found so eScaciouB in 
producing a beantifal polish as the last named. Good lacqner 
will resist the efiects of hot water, a&ki, and eimilar liquids. 
A large number of the domestio vessels in common use iu 
Japanese households are made of lacquered wood, and last a 
considerable time. 

In his descriptive catalogue of works of art in Japanese 
lacquer (in the possession of Mr. Bowes) Mr. Audeley says : 
" All information I have been able to collect, relative to tlie 
art, ^m natives, and those who have visited Japan and had 
an opportunity of witnessing the process of manufacture, goes 
to prove that time can scarcely be calculated in the manipu- 
lation of the high class ware; many months, and even years, 
are required to produce a highly-raised piece of lacquer. Not 
only the immense time expended, but also the great skill de- 
manded in the manipulation of highly-relieved lacquer, have 
materially affected its value. Lacquer-ware is prized, in the 
first place, in proportion to its delicate and accurate finish, 
representing artistic and manipulative skill; and, in the 
second, in proportion to the degree of relief given to its orna- 
mentation, representing time, care, and trouble." 

The most usual decoration of the interior of cabinets and 
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boxes is avantnrme,' which is a dark groand powdered 
with gold or a lighter colour. The lacqner on the onteides 
is generally of one tint, red, brown, or hlack, omamecLted 
with arabesqnes, plants, Sowers, or birds in raised gold or 
Tariegated lacquer, or inlaid and encmsted with irory, mother- 
of-pearl, Bilrer, ooral, and tortoise- ehell. Seldom is there any- 
thing in the forms, oolonrs, or ornament bat the purest taste 
and harmony of design. 

A collection of slabs of plain lacquer of the very best 
description nnd of nearly all varieties may be seen in the 
8onth Kensington mnsenm. 

Bboxzeb. With regard to bronzes, amongst those we have 
to deal with in this collection, there is little which needs 
special notioe with the exoeption of the small sword ornaments. 
SpeEiking generally, however, and oitisg these as examples 
however small, it most be said that they exhibit a degree of 
excellence in the art of working this metal and its alloys 
which is sufficient to warrant ns in believing that few nations 
have equalled the Japanese in this respect For further 
proof let the reader visit and examine two collections ; those 
at the South Kensington and Bethnal Green mnaenms. 

ISnaublliho. Generally, the term enamelling is used to 
designate the art of ornamenting metals with a design in 
vitreous substances which is applied to them by means of 
heat. The most usual processes are those termed "cloisonn^" 
and " champ-leT&" The former of these is that which was 
habitually need by the Japanese, and with which we are now 
fomiliar in their workmanship, although examples of this 
kind among European manufactures have become exceedingly 

■ The term asainiurine a deriTed &om the resemblance of this kind of 
decoratiOD to a specicB of qnajtiof that name, which is gpanglud throughout 
with scales of golden-jellow mica, somewhat translucent, and usually at a 
raddish-brown coloar. It is well imitated b; the Venetian glass-makers. 
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bands of metal, applied according to the pattern on the enr- 
face of the body of the work, whereas in " champ-leve " enamel 
the metal iteelf ia hollowed oat, and the cells thus formed, and 
BO describing the ornamentation, are filled with the Titreoos 
material. 

FoTTEBT AHD PokceLjUB. Japanese porcelain, althongh it 
donbtlesfi has its origin in China and may be considered in 
some respects a variety of it, differs from it nevertheless in 
some particulars, and this difference is to a practised eye 
easily discernible. It is nsnally of a finer white, the paste is 
of a better quality, the designs less monstrons, and the paint- 
ing less conventional and more trne to natnre. The most 
famous potteries were those of Hizen, Owari, Tokio, Banko, 
Kioto, Awata, and Satsnma. 

Hizen is the oldest of the factories, and its ware is the most 
highly valued: its characteristics being mostly blue and 

The porcelain produced at Seto, a town in the province of 
Owari, is next in importance to that of Hizen. This town 
has given its name to the term by which porcelain is known 
in Japan, where it is called " Seto mono" or Seto ware. 

Kioto is very thin and delicate, cream cototired, crackled, 
and painted in colonrs. 

Satsnma is more properly at present a soft variety of 
pottery, characterized by its pale cream or bnff colour, 
crackled and painted in colours, with spraye of flowers. 

Banko is a curions kind of pottery, excessively thin and 
fragile ; being finished off with the finger and thumb before 
firing, it shows the lines of the skin on its surface. It is a 
thin fire-proof biscuit, generally of a grey colour. 
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Awaift may casn^ly be taken for Satsnma, bnt the paste 
is much softer, and the oharacter of the paintmg generally 
inferior,

Venetian mirron wer« for t, long period widely oekbnted. It ia 
well-known thkltlie Kghtneu and surengtb of Venetian glsM us dne 
lo it* not containing lead like oor modern flint glass, and tllil ligbtneu 
enabled lit malierg Co give tu the marTeli of delicaoy and beaut/ which 
WB now K> highly price. The chief seat of its maDufaotura was Venice, 
and hence Venetian glau has long held a world-wide renuwn. So 
rapidly did the manufacloriea multiply that ths city in less than a 
hundred yeare IVom the probable commencement of the works, in the 
early part of the thirteenth oentury, was dangerously exposed to 
fieqaenC firea, and the glass-houses were ramoved to the island of 
Uurauo, whence we have the term" cristal de Murano." 

Tlio mirror described above is a very fine specimen of Venetian glass. 
It is one of a pair made fbr Louis XIV., and was given lo Madame de 
Haintenon, from whom it came into the posiesaioa of the Contarinl 
family, and was brought from the Falaizo Contarinl at Venice by Mrs. 
Brassey in 1870. The companion, which was at the palace of St. Clond, 
was broken by one of the first shells Gred from Paris during the Franco- 
Prussian war of 18T0-TI.

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CHINA ROOM. 

N ia a description of pottery composed 
ibBtancea : the one iafaeible, bein^ a 
icomposition of granite. This is called 
' and forms the enstaining body of 
- -j--tB made, — " the bonee," as a China- 
man expreseed it. The other, " Petnntze," le also a decom- 
posed granite, which fases and renders the body semi-trans- 
parent. This semi-transparency diatingnishes it from other 
prodnctions in earthenware. The glaze is a vitreons com- 
position, fnaible at a high temperature, and thns capable of 
incorporating and retaining the colours applied to it. 

The generic term porcelain is probably derived from p>r- 
eellatM, an obscare Portngnese word signifying a little pig, and 
the reason of the derivation has given rise to many conjectDree, 
npon the correctness of which people are not yet agreed. 

That the art of making porcelain was known in China 
many centuries before its introduction into Europe everyone 
is aware. In that country its manufacture is considered to 
have commenced under the Han dynasty between the years 
206 B.O. and 87 i.D. As hereafter noted, it is to Bottcher, an 
alchemist in the service of the Elector Augustus II. of Sasony, 
that we owe the first manufacture of porcelain of a hard 
body amongst western nations, and Dresden china, although 
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divided into bard and soft paste ; Chinese porcelain being 
invariably of the hard paste description, or tme porcelain. 
One difference consiats in this, that the glase of the soft 
paste incorporates more with the body: the colonrs applied 
sink in and blend more with it, prodndng a greater depth 
and softness equalling a rich and mellowed oil-painting, in- 
stead of hard, crade, Tamished-Iike colonring, and the whole 
is capable, nuUke hard porcelain, of being entirely melted in 
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Europe, many famouB factories kave beeo established, bat in 
tbis short notice it is not proposed to do more than give a 
brief ocooimt of those with which we arc more partioalsrlT' 
concerned, those, namely, of which Bpecimena exist in this 
oolleotion. To begin then with the oldest, that of Dres- 
den: — 

This manufactory waa first eatAblished in the year 1700, at 
Dresden, or rather at Meissen, a snburb of Dresden situated 
on the Elbe, and to the oelebr&ted Bottcher is due the 
hononr of inangnrating this the first factory established in 
Europe. 

By a mere accident — indeed whilst actually endeavouring 
to disoover the philosopher's ttoiie (the means of making the 
precious metals) — Bottcher hit npon a combination little less 
valuable, namely, that of the nature of true porcelain, a secret 
hitherto only known to the Chinese. His first essays were 
however confined to the production of a dark jasper or reddish 
ware, which was afterwards out by lapidaries and polished by 
hand, differing in this respect from the now aooepted method 
of glaoing. A little later he produced a brown-coloured waro 
with a good glaze, and after further researches succeeded at 
last in discovering the secret of making white porcelain. In 
consequence, he was appointed in the. year 1710 director of 
the factory established by the Elector, and which has since 
been th.e source of so miiny productions known under the 
name of " Dresden." A subsequent director was Maroolini, 
in 1796, under whose management some fine pieces were 
produced. Eicamples of this period will be found in this 
room. 

The while of Dresden porcelain is scarcely ever purely 
white, but rather of a blneish hue, and in the specimens of the 
best periods the paste is of a very fine quality. Modelled 
flowers, especially forget-me-nots, and a tiny little white 
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sxcenence nnsurpftsaed in prodmctions of a like description. 

Th« aeaal Dresden mark ie the croaaed Bwords, the ftnoB of 
Saxony. 

ViENM*. — ^Vienna porcelain reeemblea that of Dresden, bat 
ii more massive. It is renowned for its elegant forma and 
the grace of tfae fignres and gronps. The factory was estab- 
lished in 1718 by a workman from Meissen, who revealed 
the secret. The mark which may be noted on the very fine 
euLarel in imitation of a sardonyx cameo in this collection is 
a shield with two bare. 

Bki(i.[h. — The Berlin porcelain mamifiictoiy was founded 
in 1761, when it was tuken np by Gaspar Wegeley. In this 
factory the imitation of lace and fine fabrics was first intro- 
daoed. The nsnal mark ie a sceptre. 

Luuwiasuuiio is a very fine and mnch valned porcelain, often 
distingnisbed by frnits, flowers, and vegetables. The fiKitory 
was first oommencod at Wartemberg, in 1758. The mark on 
the examples in this collection is two C'a crossed (the initials 
of Duko Charles) under a crown (1758). 

FUANKKNTHAL has mnch resemblance to that made at Lnd- 
wigsbnrg. The mark on objects in this collection is the 
monogram C 7" of the Elector Palatine Carl Theodor (1761). 

Capo di Mohte. — This porcelain is the product of a factory 
established at Naples in the year 1736, by Charles III. The 
majority of the pieces are, however, of the second period, 
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ander Ferdinand IV., dating ^m 1759. In 1821 tbe mana' 
footnre was diBcoutinned, many of tbe early models being 
transferred to Docoia (Florence), where they have eince been 
reproduced, and whence, unfortunately, many frandnlent 
imitations proceed. The beantifnl services of Capo di 
Honte, with their raised and colonred groups, are well 
known. More rare are those ornamented with shells and 
branches of coral in relief. The mark is ST surmonnted by 
a crown. 

gtvBXB. — Few persons will be fonnd to dispute that the 
finest European porcelnin ever produced is that made at 
Sevres in the early period of its manufacture. From its 
foundation in 1753 to 1761 the specimens were exclusively 
of pdte tendve. Later both kinds were made, and abont the 
beginning of the present century that of the soft paste was 
entirely discontinued. The marks on Sevres porcelain are 
Tarions, bnt are in general modifications of tho crossed mono- 
gram ^ within which is a letter from which the date may 
be ascertained. 

English Poeoelain. — The most celebrated of all English 
potters is Josiah Wedgwood. Before his time the art of 
making common pottery in England was comparatively in a 
very rude state, and to him is due the merit of having first 
brought within the reach of poorer people articles in earthen- 
ware or china of design and material eqnal to that which had 
previously only been accessible to those rich enough to import 
objects of foreign manufacture. In l/SS Wedgwood took out 
a patent for " a fine white terra cotta proper for cameo por- 
traits and bas-reliefa," and this was the origin of the beautiful 
jasper ware with raised figures in relief in the purest white, 
in connection with which his name is particularly celebrated. 
He succeeded also in discovering the green glaze which was 
at one time, and is perhaps still, so much the favourite in the 
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must, however, be noted that as early as 1C71 Dr. Dwight, an 
ingenious chemist, had prodnced porcelain of soft artificial 
body at Fnlham. 

Derby porcelain in of a fine qnality, very tranapfirent, aiid 
ft common oharacterintic is the bine border to its tea-services. 
Theworkn were founded in 1761, and in 1761 the moalds and 
modolfl of the then dincontinaed Chelsea factory were trans- 
ferred there. All the apecimene of Derby porcelain in this col- 
lection are of Crown Derby, so termed from the mark; a crown 
and a cross with a dot in each angle. This mark first appears 
about the year 1780, and the specimens here to be seen are 
from that date to 1789. Printed or thunA marks were not 
in uso earlier than 1830, and were thenceforth indifferently 
uiiod with pmicilled marks np to the present time. 

The manufactory at Worcester, established iu 1751, has 
furnished uB with some of the best examples of English porce- 
lain. It is remarkable for its gilding, which is of a very rich 
description. The marks are varions, those upon objects in 
this collection being chiefly the hay-forks crossed, which is an 
imitation of the Dresden mark, the objects upon which they 
are placed being likewise an imitation of the productions of 
that mimnfactory. 

Spanish Pottret. Most of the Spanish pottery in this col- 
lection is formed of coarse clay glazed with lead glazes and 
lusti'ed. 

Moniiinn AND Algkkian Pottery. Several specimens of

There are, indeed, few things in the whole range of Japa- 
nese art which witness in so high a degree within so small a 
compass to the purity of taste and originality of design dis- 
played by these wonderful workmen, as the Netsuk^s, very 
charming instances of which will be fonud in the present 
collection.

Tbe Ouannco is a kind of large deer, and it is aaid that the robes 
made irom iU akin are the wannest in the world. Thej are mode from 
the skins of the joung fawns, killed before they are thirteen weeks old, 
or, better alilt, tkim the skina of those who baie neier had an indepen* 
dent existence. Thej are so small, that when each skin is split up it only 
produces two triangulsr while patches, abnut tbe size of one's hood. A 
nnmber of those are then, with infinite trouble, sewn neatly together by 
the Indian women, who use the Sne leg sinews of the ostrich u thread, 
so that the amount of work in a robe six feet square is considerable. 
Those worn by the Cactqaes, at chiefs, hare generally a pattern in ths 
centre, a brown edging, and spots of red and. blue paint on the ontor 
part. These are partkulsrly difficult la get, on account of tho labour 
and time necessary tu prodoce them.

Tbe Patagoniang and Fuegiaiu, races inhabieing the extreme Booth 
of South America, are perhaps amoi^t the most onciTilized and the 
lowest in the scale of human beings. The former inhabit, or rather 
roam orer, a lasC tract of country, hunting by means of the bolat, which 
they throw with unerring precision, Allhongh the climate is rigorous, 
they have no houses, scarcely eren bats, their only shelter cooststing 
of tenta tnade of skins stretched across a few poles. A single mantte of 
skins forms die only garment both of men and womea Their bodies, 
especially of the women, are daubed with paint and grease, their com- 
plexions copperHXilonred, and their hair black, long, and coarse. 

The Fuegians, or Canoe Indiani, so called from their liring so much 
on the water, are a smaller race than the Patagonians, aod eren lower 
speoimeus of hnmanity. They are cannibals, but their food consists 
mainly of shell-fish, Bea-e^;s, and fish. Most of them are qnils naked, 
though they somedmes wear a kind of deer-skin mantle descending to 
tbe waist. Darwin, in the " Craise of the Beagle," says : — 

" The Fuegian wigwam resembles, in size and dimensions, a haycock. 
It consists of a few broken branches slock in the ground, and Tery 
imperfectly thatched on one side with a few tuils of grass and rusliea. 
The whole cannot In the work of an hour, and it is only used for a few 
days. At Goeree roads I saw a place where one of these naked men 
slept, which absolutely offered no more shelter than the form of a hare. 

While going one day on shore near Wollaston island, we 

pulled alongside a canoe containing six Fuegians. These were the 
most abject and miserable creatures I anywhere tieheM. On the east 
coast the natiiea, as we hare seen, hare guanaco cloalis ; on the west 
they possess sealskins. Amongst the central tribes the men generally 
have an otter-skin or some small scrap aboat as large as a pocket- 
handkerchief, which is barely sufficient to cover their backs as low down 
as their loins. It is laced across the breast by strings, and according as 
the wind blows it is shifted from side to side. But these Fuegians in 
the canoe were quito naked, and even one fuU-grown woman was abso- 
lutely 10. It was raining heavily, and the fresh water, together with 
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the Epnij, trickled dnwn her bodj. In another harbour, not Hx dutint, 
& woman, who was anckling a DBW-bom child, c&me one daj alongside 
the reeael, and Temtuned there eat of mere cariusitj, whilst the sleet 
fell and thawed on her naked bosom, and on the skin of her naked 
baby. These poor wretches were stunted in their growth, their hideous 
focea bed&abed with white paint, their skina filthy and freasj, their 
b^r entangled, their voices discordant, and their gestures violent. 
Viewing such men, one can hardlj make oneself believe that they are 
fbllow.creatares, and inhabiiajita of the Mme world. It ia a ccmmun 
nttiject of ooiuectore what pleasure in Ufe some of the less favoured 
animals can e^joj ) how much more reasonably the same question may 
be asked with respect to these barbarians! At night, five or six human 
beings, naked and scarcely protected front the wind and rain of this 
tempestuous climate, sleep on the wet groand, coiled up like animals. 
Whenever it is low water, winter or summer, night or day, tbey must 
rise to pick shell-fish &om the rocks, and the women either dive to 
collect sea-eggs, or sit waiting in their canoes, or with a baited hair- 
line, without any hook, jerk out little fish. If a seal is killed, or the 
floating carcase of a putrid whale discovered, it is a feait, and snch 
miserable food Is assisted by a few tasteless berries and fungi. They 
often suff^ from fiunine." 

Many ol^eota from these wild and rarely visited regions, including a 
model of a canoe, rongb pots of bark and raw hide, bows and arrows, 
bolat, and fisb boohs will be found in this collection, and a moat interest- 
ing account of a late visit is ^ven in Mn. Brassey's " Voyage of the 
' Sunbeam."

Among the leBser works in bronze of the Japanese artists none are 
moro remarkable than the small ornamants used formerly to deconile 
the BwordB of ooble persons. The hilta, the guards, and the scabbards 
of each of tho two swords carried by them were enriched with these 
little ornaments, the designs, as a rule, being of a most peaceful descrip- 
tion. They were often tnust exquisite examples of different alloys of 
meUls, of chased and damascened work and engraving. The two frames 
in this gallery oontain a Tery large number of these sword ornaments, 
and together with the gnards and ferules to be found in another part of 
the collection, HCTord very beautiful specimens of this kind of work, each 
one of which is deserving of careful study.

From fifteen to twenty years ago all above the eommon rank in 
Japan wnre awordg, the greater noblea being entitled to cany two. 
Kow-B-d:ijB the custom has been proBcribed hy law, except in privil<^ed 
casca. In conseqaence all the elaborate ceremonial rules coneeming 
them have passed out of use aud are forgotten. Long and short swords, 
swords or daggers for tbe due pecrormaoce of the ceremony of hara-kiri, 
or compulsory and to some extent honourable suicide, and many others 
bad their shapes and decoratJonH regulated with the nicest punctilio of 
etiquette. Numerous legends connected with swords are familiar to Ihe 
people, and blades made by celebrated makers were banded down from 
generation to generation, some indeed being supposed to be endowed 
with innate auspioious or inauspicious qualities. In the old times to 
touch another man's sword even by misadventure, was an insult, and to 
enter a friend's house with a sword on, a breach of courtesy. To draw 
a sword from its sheath, unless in the case when it was desbed Co 
exhibit one of rare workmanship and value, was considered most 
improper, and even under these circunislances it was not even drawn to 
the p>int, unl«ss the owner was pressed to do so, when it wan carefully 
And punctiliously bared, and afterwards wiped and returned to its 
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■cabbard. limaj makers were renowned for their bladea, and wme of 
theM were of so keea a temper ai (o be capable of catting a piece of 
paper floating down a ttream, when the edj^ was presented lo it.

The rdlowing note on this group of Magilos Bhells Ib commaniuatsd 
by Mr. Charlesworth : — 

"Among the endless tariety of Bhelb Icnown to conchologiBta, a 
comparativelj smull number of apeciea are remarkable for being gifted 
with the power of burrowing into wood, coral, and the hardest limestona 
rocks, and there living secure ii-om the fishes and other marine crea- 
tures which make ahell-fiah tbeir tbod. What the natureoflbe power is 
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which enables a moUiuc with a body ai soft as an OTster, and a ahell, in 
its veiy early Btate, ob tbin bs tiuue-paper, to diire its way into aolid 
Btone, ia one of the most interesting problrang in the whole field of 
Natural History research. Bat in all c«aes, Mogihis alone excepted, 
where these borrowing shell-fish hare eSbcted a lodgment in solid bodies, 
circular holes on the snrihce lead into the tmrrows and mark the spots 
where the sheila in qnestion have made an entrance. Now in the case 
of the Magilns, these entrance holes into the coral oaonot be found. 
Possibly the reason of this may be that the boles hBTe become oblite- 
rated by the natural growth of the coral, which growth proceeds by 
sur&ce additions of fresh coral substance. 

" The relation, however, between (he Magilus shell and the ceral which 
up to this time has passed current among naturalists for more than half 
a oentory is thns set forth by the eminent conuholagist, the late Hr. Q. 
B. Sowerby. It is this — that the MagUos does not tunnel into the coral 
at all, but that in itsTery yonng state it simply lodges itself in a grooTe 
or some natural cavity in the coral, and that as the coral grows the 
Uagilus grows with it, the shell taking the form of a tube, with a rate 
of extension exactly corresponding to the ooral growth} the result being 
that the month of the Magilus shell is always lerel with the aurfitce of 
coial. Having fbr some time past made a study of this most corioDa 
genus of shells, I find the aboTe history, notwithstanding the high au- 
thority from which it emanates, to have no real foondation whatever. 

" The true facts are, tJiat Magilus tunnels ooral with exactly Che same 
&inlity as the ship-worm Teredo tunnels wood, and drives its way in any 
directjun that it pleases, without relation to the growth of the ooral. 
And so Hue &om the mouth of the shell being kept level with the snrbce 
of the ooral, I find that the sheU never comes to the snr&ce at all, bat 
always remains beneath it. How the Magilus first makes its entrance 
into the coral is a featore in the lifb-hislory of this shell which at present 
I have no tneaoi of determinii^, and which I must leave fi)r future in- 
vestigation."

Gorgeous to a degree, recalling the description of Aladdin's Palace io the 
"Arabian Nights' Eotertaiomenta,'' the decoration of this famous edifice 
consists of stucco ormunenlation, brilliant with the three primarj coloore, 
and enriched with gold. Interwoven geometrical patterns, and conventional 
flower designs ; intricate fretwork, seemingly thrown haphazard, but, after 
all, following simple rules ; pillars of whito marble, richly stained glass, and 
the honeycomb stalaotita-like pendenCives of the roof, vie with each other — 
all, however, being harmoniously blended together in prodaoing the richest 
effects of design, colour, and symmetry. Added to these the etegant fbrms 
of the characters of the Cufio alphabet, employed in the inscriptions which 
everywhere find their places on the walls, lend with their intricate con- 
volutions a special and appropriate grace to the beauty of Che Moorish 
architecture employed. These inscriptions (we speak not only of this apart- 
ment, bat of those in the entire palace] are texts taken for the most part 
from the Koran, those most frequently recurring being, "Praise to Ood, 
His is the Power," " Thanks lo God, His ie the M^esty." In many coses 
the texts and inscriptions can be read, not only one way, but backwards 
and forwards, upwards and downwards. The walla of the apartments 
are divided by pillars in white onyx marble, and it is probable that 
these pillars were originally ^1t, traces of gilding still being perceptjble. 
Bat this, it may be said, is a disputed point. The pendentives from the
